TRADE UNION UNEMPLOYMENT RETURNS. 


The only regular records of unemployment available in comparable form over a considerable period 
are the quarterly percentages reported by trade unions to the Commonwealth Statistician. The membership 
of the reporting unions consists predominantly of males, and represents at present about 55 per cent. of the 
total trade union membership and between 25 and 30 per cent. of all wage and salary earners. For some States 
the returns are a more representative sample than for others. This table, therefore, should not be read as 
indicating the relative degree of unemployment amongst unionists in the individual States but as an indication 
of trend of unemployment as reported by secretaries of trade unions.

RECENT TRENDS—EXPORT PRICE INDEX—WOOL AND “ OTHER GROUPS”. 


Reference to the group indexes in the table on page 18 hereof will show the great increases and the wide 
dispersion of prices of export commodities in recent years. In particular, very great movements upwards and 
downwards occurred in the price of wool during the twelve months ended June, 195]. Similar, but less 
marked, movements have occurred in prices of metals and hides. Since wool is a predominant export (with 
46 per cent. of the Base Aggregate of the index) fluctuations in wool prices obscure the movements affecting 
the other components in the All Groups index. For purposes of comparison they are shown separately below.

MONTH-TO-MONTH INDEX: CHANGING WEIGHTS. 


The index-numbers in the two preceding tables, while they indicate satisfactorily the general trend of 
the market, take no account of the relative quantities petually sold at the different prices ruling during each 
month. In consequence the index-numbers do not give an adequate indication of the significance of the price 
movements a3 they actually affected current sales. This is shown more accurately by the index-numbers 
(including gold) in the following table, in the computation of which the “ quantity-multipliers ’ are changed 
each month. The index-numbers are designed solely for comparisons of current prices with those of the 
corresponding months, or periods of months, of the preceding year.

The price quotations used in this index have in the main been obtained directly from manufacturers 
and merchants, and, with a few important exceptions, from Melbourne sources. Apart from home-produced 
building materials, coal and one or two minor commodities, however, the price movements may be taken 
as representative of variations in wholesale prices of basic materials in most Australian markets. The weighting 
system adopted is based on average annual consumption during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 inclusive.

Legislation which became effective on 14th December, 1950, had the effect of reducing (by bounty) the price paid for raw wool for 
local manufacture in Australia below the open market (auction room) price. Such reductions were virtually retrospective to August, 1950, 
and continued until 30th June, 1951. The effective prices paid for raw wool for local manufacture (i.e., auction room price less bounty) 
have been used in calculating the index published on page 20 hereof. Below are shown these same indexes calculated on the auction-room 
prices for wool.

TE.—The National Security (Building Control) Regulations, which operated from er Deeate: 1940, placed the granting of 
building Sera for new buildings or alterations costing more than £5,000 under the control of the Commonwealth Treasurer. Various 
amending regulations made the control more stringent. On 19th June, 1942, the control passed to the Department for War 
Organization of Industry, after which date only alterations costing less than £25 could be made without consent. From 3lst August, 
1945, when control passed to the Department of Works and Housing, consent was not necessary for the erection of a dwelling house costing 
less than £1,200 or for repairs and alterations to a residential building costing less than £150 in any financial year. As from Ist November, 
1945, the Commonwealth Government relinquished control over building permits and delegated its powers under National Security 
Regulations to the States until State legislation had been introduced. This action has been taken in all States except Tasmania, which 
discontinued control over building permits from 31st December, 1946. The “ value of permits” shown above relates to the value of 
building permits issued by local government authorities and not to approvals granted under the Regulations. The values shown exclude, 
in general, air raid shelters and alterations for protection against air raids.

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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, and exclude sales of vendors trading only 
in exempt goods. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects of 
legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are 
somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degree. Insufficient information is 
available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on this account. Monthly totals are 
compiled on a basis comparable with the monthly averages for preceding years.

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RETAIL TRADE. 


Statistics of retail sales are collected in three States but are available for publication in only two, namely, 
New South Wales and Queensland. In New South Wales the Retail Traders’ Association Research Bureau, 
in co-operation with the Commonwealth Bank, collects returns from a number of large Sydney stores. In 
Queensland returns are collected by the Bureau of Industry from twelve large department stores in Brisbane 
and their branches in country towns. It is uncertain to what extent the department store figures are 
representative of all retail trade.
